AN ACT 

Making appropriations for the Department of Defense and related 
independent agencies for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1953, and for other purposes. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Bepresenta- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

3 That the following sums are appropriated, out of any money 

4 in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the fiscal 

5 year ending June 30, 1953, for military functions admin- 

6 istered by the Department of Defense, and related inde- 

7 pendent agencies, and for other purposes, namely: 
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TITLE I 

NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL 


3 Salaries and expenses : F or expenses necessary for the 

4 National Security Council, including services as authorized 

5 by section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1946 (5 U. S. C. 

6 55a ) , at rates not in excess of $50 per diem for individuals ; 

7 acceptance and utilization of voluntary and uncompensated 

8 services; and expenses of attendance at meetings concerned 

9 with work related to the activity of the Council; $150,000. 

10 NATIONAL SECURITY RESOURCES BOARD 

11 Salaries and expenses: For expenses necessary for the 

12 National Security Resources Board; including services as 

13 authorized by section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1946 (5 

14 U. S. C. 55a) , at rates for individuals not in excess of $50 

15 per diem and contracts with temporary or part-time employ- 

16 ees may be renewed annually ; expenses of attendance at 

17 meetings of organizations concerned with the work of the 

18 National Security Resources Board; hire of passenger motor 

19 vehicles ; reimbursement of the General Services Administra- 

20 tion for security guard services for protection of confidential 

21 fdes; not to exceed $8,000 for newspapers and periodicals; 

22 and not to exceed $5,000 for emergency and extraordinary 

23 expenses, to be expended under the direction of the Chair- 

24 man for such purposes as he deems proper, and his deter- 

25 mination thereon shall be final and conclusive; $500,000.

Office of the Secretary of Defense 

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 

For expenses necessary for the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense, the Armed Forces Policy Council, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and the Joint Staff, the Munitions Board, 
and the Research and Development Board, including pur- 
chase (not to exceed three for replacement only) and hire of 
passenger motor vehicles; and not to exceed $60,000 for 
emergency and extraordinary expenses, to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of Defense for such pur- 
poses as he deems proper, and his determination thereon 
shall be final and conclusive; $14,000,000. 

CLAIMS 

For payment of claims by the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense, the Army (except as provided in appropriations 
for civil functions administered by the Department of the 
Army) , Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force, as authorized 
by law (5 IT. S. C. 946; 28 U. S. C. 2672; 31 U. S. C. 222c, 
222e, 223b, 223d, 224d; 35 U. S. C. 91; 39 IT. S. C. 
135; 46 IT. S. C. 797; Act of November 15, 1945, 59 
Stat. 582; Act of October 20, 1951, 65 Stat. 572) ; 
claims (not to exceed $1,000 in any one case) for damages 
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1 to or loss of private property incident to the operation of 

2 Army and Air National Guard camps of instruction, either 

3 during the stay of units of said organizations at such camps 

4 or while en route thereto or therefrom ; claims, as authorized 

5 by law, for damage to property of railroads under training 

6 contracts; and repayment of amounts determined by the 

7 Secretary of the Army, the Secretary of the Navy, or the 

8 Secretary of the Air Force, or officers designated by them, 

9 to have been erroneously collected from military and civilian 

10 personnel of the Departments of the Army, Navy, and Air 

11 Force or from States, Territories, or the District of Columbia, 

12 or members of National Guard units thereof; $5,000,000. 

13 RETIRED PAY 

14 For retired pay and retirement pay, as authorized by 

15 law, of military personnel on the retired lists of the Army, 

16 Navy, Marine Corps, and the Air Force, including the 

17 reserve components thereof; and retainer pay for personnel 

18 of the inactive Fleet Reserve; $330,000,000: Provided, 

19 That no part of such sum shall be used to pay the retired 

20 or retirement pay of any commissioned member of the Regu- 

21 lar Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Air Force who is 

22 voluntarily retired after the date of enactment of this Act, 

23 unless such member was retired because of (1) being unfit 

24 to perform the duties of his office, rank, grade, or rating 
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1 by reason of a physical disability incurred in line of duty, 

2 or (2) achieving the age at which retirement is required by 

3 law, or (3) whose application is approved in writing by 

4 the Secretary of Defense stating that the retirement is in 

5 the best interests of the service, or, is required to avoid 

6 cases of individual hardship. 

7 CONTINGENCIES 

8 For emergencies and extraordinary expenses arising in 

9 the Department of Defense, to be expended on the approval 

10 or authority of the Secretary of Defense and such expenses 

11 may be accounted for solely on his certificate that the ex- 

12 penditures were necessary for confidential military purposes, 

13 $25,000,000: Provided, That a report of disbursements 

14 under this item of appropriation shall be made quar- 

15 terly to the Appropriations Committees of the Congress: 

16 Provided further, That where an appropriation of funds is 

17 'made for a specific purpose in our national defense no person 

18 shall be authorized or empowered to transfer funds for any 

19 other purpose in national defense. 

20 EMERGENCY FUND 

21 For transfer by the Secretary of Defense, with the 

22 approval of the Bureau of the Budget, to any appropriation 

23 for military functions under the Department of Defense 

24 available for research and development, to be merged with 
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1 and to be available for the same purposes, and for the same 

2 time period, as the appropriation to which transferred, 

3 $ 20 , 000 , 000 . 

4 OFFICE OF PUBLIC INFORMATION 

5 For expenses necessary for the Office of Public Informa- 

6 tion, $312,500. 

7 Court of Military Appeals 

8 Salaries and expenses: For expenses necessary for the 

9 Court of Military Appeals, $250,000.

13 For pay, allowances, individual clothing, interest on

9 authorized by law ; and, except as otherwise authorized by

2 Sec. 636. No hinds contained in this Act shall be 

4 used for the purpose of entering into contracts containing 

5 article 15 of the Standard Government Contract, which reads 

6 as follows : 

7 “Disputes. — Except as otherwise specifically provided

9 arising under this contract shall be decided by the contracting

No part of the funds herein appropriated shall 
be used to expand the personnel, facilities, or activities of the 
Department of the Air Force to establish or maintain a 
separate system for providing such supplies and services as 
were furnished to the Department of the Air Force by the 
Department of the Army prior to August 1, 1951. 

This Act may be cited as the “Department of Defense 
Appropriation Act, 1953”.
